inches wide. It will visualize the stale from its Mexican border 
to the Oreon border. The counties will bear the expense of the 
map oft a pro rata basis. A description of the work states that 
the map will follow the lines of natural development of the 
state." 


Completed it will show the mountains valleys, lakes, rivers 


and forests. Then there will be the great highways and boule- 
vards, those completed and those under construction. The web 
o£ railways will be carefully traced, and miniature'trains will 
be placed upon miniature tracts. 


The agricultural development of the state will show in great 


detail, with wheat and alfalfa fields, irrigation areas, forest 
reservations and fruit bearing districts, with thousands of 
miniature trees, the various types easily distinguishable. 


California's towns and cities will be there, with represen- 


tative buildings so accurately constructed that citizens will be 
able to pick out the towns in which they are especially inter- 
ested. All points of historical interest will be located. 


When finished the map_ should be of interest to visiting tour- 


ists as well as to citizens of the state. Scholol geography class- 
es and publicity bureaus alike should find in it interesting and 
useful material.
